The Twentieth Annual Meeting of the 
American Missionary Association was held 
at Galesburg, Illinois; on Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 31st, and Thursday, November lst.

President Blanchard, of Wheaton Col- 
lege, as the Senior Vice President of the 
Association in attendance, was invited to 
occupy the chair, and filled it with great 
dignity. 

Secretary Whipple read the report of the 
Treasurer for the year ending October 1, 
1866, the general exhibit of which is the 
following: 

Finances. - 

The ‘cash receipts from all sources are 
$253,045.98; the total value of clothing, 

te., is $105,441. Total, $358,456.98, a 
gain over the previous year of cash, 
$118,864.80; in other supplies, $43,766.60; 
total gain, $162,631.40. The cash expend- 
itures have been $271,586.78, leaving a 
balance against the treasury of $18,540.80. 
But more than this difference has been ex- 
pended in appropriations in advance, for 
the coming year, so that in the accounts for 
the year there is really no deficit. 

A large share of the increase of income 
is due to the action of the National Council 
of Congregational Churches in Boston, June, 
1865, recommending to their churches the 
contribution to it of $250,000. 

For the increased work thus devolved 
upon the Association, three Secre- 
taries and a few additional agents have 
been engaged in this country, with the brief 
but effective services abroad of Rev. Sella 
Martin, Rev. J. C. Holbrook, D.D., and 
Rev. Wm, W, Patton, D.D. 

The efforts abroad have secured over 
$40,000 in money and a large amount of 
very valuable clothing and blankets for the 
freedmen, sent from friends in England, 
Aid Societies, and churches. 

The salaries and expenses of collecting 
agents have been about three per cent. of 
the aggregate receipts. The cost of admin- 
istration in all, including the cost of publi- 
cations, has been nine per cent., and exclu-

The character of the Association, assumed 
at its origin, as a missionary organization 
on an evangelical. but unsectarian basis, is 
still maintained, but in no controversial 
spirit. Its great work has been, and is, to 
clothe the naked, educate the unlettered, 
and preach the Gospel of Jesus Christ, and 
in this work it cordially invites the codpe- 
ration of all evangelical Christians: It does

China. She is to be named the Great Republic, 
and when completed will be the largest wooden 
steamship afloat. The keel of the vessel was laid 
last December. ‘The extreme length is 380 feet ; 
breadth of beam 50 feet; depth-of hold 31. feet six 
inches. Her custom house measurement is 5,000 
tons. She is the strongest and most substantial 
vessel ever yet constructed, being diagonally strap- 
ped on the inside of the hull with iron bands five 
inches wide.*She is also planked over her timbers, 
and diagonally «strapped. with iron bands on the 
outside, in addition to which she is doubly planked 
over the outside strapping, thereby making the 
vessel as heavy again as an ordinary one of the 
same dimensions. Her engine is being constructed 
at the Novelty Works. It is an upright beam, with 
a cylinder 105 inches in diameter, and 12 feet 
stroke of piston. Her wheels are 40 feet in diam- 
eter. It is expected that she will be ready for sea 
on or about the Ist of February. 


A Cristian Parriot.—Rev. Dr. Hosmer, 
President of Antioch College, told the following 
story in a speech at Syracuse :

martial law in those districts of the lately rebelious |
